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REMARKS 

Claims 1-28, 31, and 33-44 are pending. On 19 October 2007, Applicant 
responded to a restriction requirement by electing claims 1-28, 31, 33, and 40. Claims 
34-39 and 41-44 are now withdrawn without prejudice, and Applicant respectfully 
requests that they be reconsidered in the event that the pending claims are allowed. 
Claims 6, 12, 13, and 24 are now amended to overcome the claim objections and 
indefiniteness rejections. 

Independent claims 1, 14, 25, and 33 are now rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as obvious from Peyravian (U.S. Patent Application No. 2004/0158715) in view of 
Crandall (U.S. Patent No. 5,159,632), and also in further view of a new reference: 
Gehrmann (U.S. Patent No. 7,284,127). 

The Cited References Do Not Teach or Suggest the Present Independent Claims 

Page five of the Office Action acknowledges that Peyravian does not suggest 
using a channel for the first key while using another channel for the second key and for 
the authentication code. Page five of the Office Action instead points to CrandalL 
However, please see Figure 1 of Crandall^ in which all transmissions use a single 
channel 110 that is insecure. Crandall suggests that sometimes secure channels are used 
and sometimes insecure channels are used (see colxmm 1, lines 44-51), but Crandall does 
not suggest using them in combination with each other. 

Peyravian discloses using ah encrypted certification payload EXTs to transmit 
both a first key (Ds or PKs) as well as an authentication code HASH(ARGs) in a single 
channel, instead of in different channels as presently claimed. See Figure 1 of 
Peyravian, steps 160 and 165. As explained above, Crandall does not fill this gap in the 
Peyravian reference, because Crandall does not suggest using a combination of secure 
and unsecure channels in a key system. 
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The Present Independent Claims are Now Further Amended 

In order to expedite prosecution of the present application. Applicant now amends 
present claim 1 without prejudice, by clarifying that the second key is transmitted after 
computing the authentication code. The present amendments are fully supported by the 
specification as originally filed, and introduce no new matter. 

The present amendment is supported at least by the paragraph beginning at page 
20 of the apphcation as originally filed, line 31 which says that shared secret K is 
transmitted in message 10 shown in FIG. 2, which occurs after step 42 in which code C is 
computed. 

The method of amended claim 1 contrasts with the Peyravian reference, 
according to which password PW is distributed in step 105 before computation 155. The 
present claimed method thus makes it possible to send the authorization code and the 
secret key together, xmlike in Peyravian, 

Also, new claim 45 is now added. It is supported at least by the sentence 
beginning at page 20, line 31 of the application as originally filed. Unlike the cited 
Peyravian reference, new claim 45 clarifies that the authorization code is calculated using 
a message authentication code function, and that this MAC fiinction is a fimction of only 
two variables (i.e. the first key and the second key). 

CONCLUSION 

For the reasons explained. Applicant respectfully submits that the present 
amended independent claims are neither disclosed nor suggested by the cited 
references. The present dependent claims should therefore be allowed for the same 
reasons.
